by one of two girls who, directed 
by the child’s father, had draw n 
straw s to see which one wou ld do 
it, wgs revealed today by Solicitor 
General John S. Gibson. 
The girls, w aitresses in the road­ 
hou se of H arvey Nelson, 40, father 
of the victim , and Nelson, were 
u nder arrest. 
Gibson said he had 
obtained a confession from Nelson, 
which said 
th a t he, 
Verna Mae 
Clark, 18, and M ary K ent 17, had 
p lotted to kill the boy, known as 
‘J. C.” in order to collect $900 in­ 
su rance on his life. 
The 
confession 
clim axed two 
m onths of investigation into the 
m ysteriou s slaying of the boy last 
Ap ril 26. A u thorities described the 
crime, citing the fath er’s confes­ 
sion, as follows: 
The three had p lotted for m any 
weeks on w ays to disp ose of ”J. C.” 
They agreed th a t the girls shou ld

Still another edging material 
which provides 
permanence

moderate expense is pecky cypress 
wood. 
Used in strips, as shown 
in this Garcfen-Graph, pecky cy­ 
press boards will last for many 
years especially if the boards and 
anchoring pegs 
are 
gi» en two 
coats of creosote before being in­ 
stalled. 
The pecky cypress boards shou ld 


i be fou r or five inches wide, and 
shou ld be set down an inch or two 
into the soil. The strips shou ld be 
one inch thick and nailed to stak­ 
es every fou r feet. 
The stakes 
shou ld be two 
by fou r inches in 
length, to perm it them to be driv­ 
en down blow the frost line. 
A dressing, several inches thick, 
of gravel, pebbles, lime chips or 
tan 
bark 
spread 
between 
the 
boards will make an attractive, yet 
practical walk.

“J. C.’’ in order to collect $900 in­ 
surance on his life. 
The 
confession 
clim axed two 
m onths of investigation into the 
m ysterious slaying of the boy last 
A pril 26. A uthorities described the 
crime, citing the fath er’s confes­ 
sion, as follows: 
The three had plotted for m any
